London, March 24. — Three questions 
endless speculation have been discuss- 
ed during the week. They are the pos- 
sibility of the dissolution of parliament 
in the summer, Imperial Federation and 
the method of treatment of so-called rebel 
prisoners in .South Africa, So fur as 
parliament is concerned, it might us well 
dissolve at once for ail the interest that 
is being taken in its proceedings. Many 
apparently inspired articles appear fore- 
casting dissolution ut various dates, but 
us u matter of fact, the existence or the 
present house depends entirely upon the 
progress ot tJritlah arms in South Africa, 
it uiey meet Willi quick successes, there 
will be, it is lliougnt, mi early disdolu- 
tioil. If the war drugs on, Lord Halls- 
bury will retain power till the lust nio- 
meut allowed by the British Constitu- 
tion. With less than a year in winch to 
go to the country, it is only natural that 
the government will seize the meet op- 
portune moment, but no member of the 
cabinet believes that audi a moment has 
come within the limits of reasonable de- 
termination, in spite of the fact that 
the commander-in-chief, Lord VVolseley, 
is crediteu with prophesying that Lord 
Uoberts will be in Pretoria ou .May 10. 
If the forecast of the chief commander 
of the British Army should prove cor- 
rect, it would not be at all unlikely that 
Lord Salisbury may appeal to the elec- 
tors iu .lune. But several of the cabinet 
ministers, including Lord Lansdowne, the 
Secretary of State for YVur, have small 
hope that the war will be over before the 
fail of this year. With such a diversion 
of opinion prevailing iu the best informed 
circles regarding the duration of the con- 
Uiet, it is evidently futile to prophesy the 
tenure of the present government. The 
latter is obviously dependent upon the 
former. Lord Salisbury has not any in- 
tention of appealing to the voters until 
the British arms triumph in South Af- 
rica and no one of any importance has 
yet been brave enough to declare over 
iiis own name when such an event is like- 
ly to be accomplished. Hence guesses 
at date of dissolution of purliauient nroi 
scarcely worth repeating, though by rea- 
son of the number and variety some of 
them are almost bound to be correct. 
When the- general election comes, it can 
scarcely fail to return the present ad- 
ministration to power, unless between 
this time and that some miracle gives co- 
hesion to the Liberal party. So disin- 
tegrated does this party appear to be 
that Sir Edward Grey, the shining light 
of the Rosebery faction, found it neces- 
sary this week when speaking at the City 
Liberal Club, London, to protest that in- 
ternal dissension was no justification for 
the death of the basic Liberal party. 

It iff a curious travesty upon truth that 
Imperial Federation and the formation 
of some great council *of the Empire have 
been more brought to public atten- 
tion by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Cana- 
dian Premier, in his speech nt Ottawa, 
than even by the presence in Loudon of 
the Federation delegates from Australia. 
Punch's chief cartoon this week is de- 
voted to depicting Sir Wilfrid Laurier in 
pleating contrast with Sir Wilftid Law- 
son, the English Liberal, who insists that 
the war is not justified. The Imperial 
Federation committee has secured from 
Lord Salisbury a promise to seriously 
consider its proposals for an imperial 
council to watch over the interests of 
the Empire us a whole. On all sides ar- 
ticles appear debating the ways anil 
means by which the colonies who have 
participated in the defence of the Em- 
pire may have a voice in ibs councils. 
What difficulties stand in the way of 
this are apparent from the proceedings of 
the Australian delegates daily visiting the 
colonial olllce in the interest of their 
federation bill. All sorts of unexpected 
hitches have come up and it is feared the 
federation may have to be submitted ad 
referendum to the Australian people iu 
consequence of the changes which after 
closer inspection by the Imperial authori- 
ties appear necessary, though the bill has 
been already passed by Australia and the 
referendum would delay action for almost 
a year. 

It is reported that the Duke of York 
meditates paying a compliment by visits 
after the war to all the great colonies. 

The question of the colonial prisoners, 
from being the subject of cabinet mes- 
sages exchanged between Lord Salisbury 
and President Kruger, has sprung into 
general discussion. In this connection it 
is understood that President Kruger set 
the ball rolling by demanding that colon- 
ial insurgents and British subjects com- 
mandeered by the Boers should, when 
captured, be treated as prisoners o* war, 
or else reprisals would be taken on the 
British prisoners nt Pretoria. Lprd Sal- 
isbury replied saying lie would deal with 
the rebels as seemed lit and would hold 
President Kruger personally responsible 
for the treatment of the Pretoria prison- 
ers, whereupon President Kruger is re- 
ported to have rejoined that he would 
hold Lord Salisbury personally respon- 
sible for the rebels or something of that 
nature. But, on all sides it is being dis- 
cussed what should be done with the in-

surgents captured by the British. A 
commission of British judges to go out 
to the Cape is talked of, though this is 
scarcely likely to happen. 

The predominating feeling seems to 
favor the policy of leniency now being 
carried out under Lord Roberts' direc- 
tion, in spite of the fact that, both 
through cable despatches from South Af- 
rica and letters from English readers in 
the newspapers, there has been a bitter 
outcry against allowing the insurgents to 
go scot free\ But the sober-minded 
newspapers are convinced of the fact 
that the main objective is a peaceful, 
prosperous South Africa under British 
rule and that revengeful justice will not 
tend towards the accomplishment of this. 
They endeavor to allay harsh criticism 
of the present methods, but nevertheless 
now that British territory has been prac- 
tically regained and the Orange Preo 
State is nominally annexed, the question 
of treatment of insurgents forms one of 
the most important questions upon which 
British South African opinion seems 
hopelessly divided. 

.Mr. Harry Cavendish, a nephew of the 
Duke of Devonshire and a well known 
explorer, who was formerly so devoted 
to Edna May, the actress, has fallen the 
victim of a fair-haired girl. of the «tag(> 
who is under Hi years of age. She is 
Nina Sievening and took a small part in 
theatricals. The girl's parents, though j 
poor, had scruples about sanctioning her 
engagement to Mr. Cavendish on ac- 
count of rumors in circulation about his 
many affairs of the heart, but they lin- 
aliy consented and Mr. Cavendish went 
out to light his country's b.ittes in South 
Africa after settling $50,000 on his fian- 
cee in case of his death, and arranging 
that if he is not killed within a year and 
is still in South Africa, she is to go out 
to him and marry him there. 

Queen Victoria contemplates publish- 
ing another series of her diary, the pro- 
fits to go to the .Mansion House War 
Fund, which Her Majesty's action will 
doubtless swell to a largo extent. 

A record lur sale occurred in London 
this week, when a Parisian purchased in 
the open market a black Siberian fox 
skin 4S bv 8 inches, paying for it the 
sum of £530 ($2,900). When dressed it 
will cost, its wearer about $5,500. 

The Hon. Ella Scarlet, M.D., daugh- 
ter of an American, Lady Abington, 
daughter of the late Commodore George 
Allan Magruder, of the United States 
navy, is going to Korea as a medical of- 
ficer of the Imperial household. This 
young woman doctor is now fitting her- 
self for her curious position by taking a 
course at the London School of Trophi- 
cal medicine. Her brother. Lord Abing- 
ton. has just gone to South Africa as a 
trooper iu the Imperial Yeomanry.

London. March 24. -At a late hour to- 
night the war olllce posted the follow- 
ing despatch from Lord Roberts: 

•• Bloemfontein, March 24. — Yesterday 
Lieut. -Col. Crabbe, Capt. Trotter and 
Lieut, the Hon. E. Lygon, .if the Grena- 
dier Guards, and Lieut. -Col. Codrington 
of the Colstreatn Guards, rode eight or 
nine miles beyond their camp on the 
Modder river, witho.it escort except one 
trooper. 

"They were fired upon by a party of 
Boers and Lieut. Lygon was killed, and 
Lieut. -Col. Crabbe, Lieut.-Col. Codring- 
toii and Capt. Trotter seriously 
wounded. The trooper also was 
wounded. 

" One of the wounded officers held up 
a white handkerchief, and the Boers 
came to their assistance and did all 
they possibly could in attending to their 
wounds. The Boers then conveyed the 
wounded to the nearest farm house, 
where they were taken care of." 

PLANS OF BOER LEADERS. 

Their Hope Is That Prolonged Resist- 
ance Will Procure European 
Help Now Denied. 

Durban, March 24.— It is learned from 
authentic sources that the Boer leaders 
are aware that they are beaten, but 
think they can hold out for four or six 
months, within which time they firmly 
believe foreign intervention will force 
Great Britain to grant favorable terms, 
including independence. They expect 
Germany or the United Stntes to inter- 
fere. The mission of Messrs. Wol- 
laarans, Fischer and Wossols to Europe 
is to hasten this so far as Germany is 
concerned. 

The Boer plans include a stand at 
Kroonstndt, the Vaal river and other 
points, culminating in the defence of 
Pretoria, which lins been preparing for 
a siege. The ranges of the guns have 
been tested, mines have been laid, and 
the forces in the field have not allowed, 
themselves to be cut off witli their 
heavy guns, which are needed in the 
forts at Pretoria. 

The majority of the Transvaalers are 
ignorant of the gravity of the situation, 
and though tired of remaining so long 
from their farms, will light hard, be- 
lieving that their liberty and property 
are nt stake, and confident of ultimate 
success. 



MATCH FOR FITZSI.M.MOXS. 

New York, March 24. — Fitzsimtnons 
and Kid McCoy were matched to-day to 
meet ou July 4 next. Both men posted 
$2,500 forfeit with the understanding 
that they are to double this sum when 
the articles are signed. The club has not 
yet decided upon the place for the tight, 
but April is set for the time for receiv- 
ing bids. The men have agreed to box 
25 rounds at catch weights.

London, March 24. — Mr. Spencer 
Wilkinson, reviewing the situation lit 
the seat of war for the Associated Press 
at midnight, says: 

"The two points of acute interest 
are just now Mnfoking and the Boer 
column trekking north from Snail hfield 
ami Rouxvillo nlong the Basuto border. 

"About Mafeklng we are in the dark, 
f'ol. PI inner has but a handful of 
men and was not strong enough to at- 
tack Commandant Snyman and raise 
the siege. Commandant Snyman there- 
fore has attacked him, and Col. Pluiner 
has prudently retired, expecting no 
doubt to return after Commandant Sny- 
man, whenever the latter turns back. 

" Lord Roberts never forgets small 
things while attending to great. It 
may he taken as certain that he knows 
how and when he shall have Mafeking 
relieved, supposing the garrison can 
hold out, but he does not disclose his 
plans in advance. We are left to Our 
guesses. My first guess that the col- 
umn had gone up by Barkley on or 
about February 10 seems to have- been 
wrong. My next that the mounted 
rorcc would go up from Prieskn, as 
soon as the rebels Wert « 'ttled', is not 
ruled out. 

" Gen. Methuen has been nearly a 
week near Fourteen Streams, probably 
waiting for troops. The Boer General, 
who is hoping to get past Gen. French 
up at Kroonstndt, may be caught and 
made to fight, but with a few thousand 
mounted men he ought to be able to 
elude the British. 

" Lord Roberts has now been i.uire 
than ten days at B'oomfontein. He 
seems to wish to settle the country be- 
hind him before going on. Probably, 
too, he has extensive preparations to 
complete. His next campaign will go 
into the dry season, when the nights 
are often very cold nnd the veldt is dry 
and bare. He will want his men 
equipped for this season, and his trans- 
port service qualified to bo as near inde- 
pendent as possible of grass and water. 

" The design, no doubt, is that Gen. 
Puller will move simultaneously with 
Lord Roberts. Gen. Bailor is not quite 
ready. 

" Lord Roberts will shortly have the 
Eighth Division and may also form the 
troops now available into a new Tenth 
Division. He will then have in his own 
hands 75,0(10 men and Gen. Butler will 
have 40,000. 

"The former force need not move at 
one time, for it would lie easy to form 
a third column to cross the Vaal river 
at Kimberley and turn any Boer do- 
fence on that river. In view of these 
figures and the known power of Lord 
Roberts as a leader, I attach little im- 
portance to the declarations that they 
will make a big fight. If they stand 
before they are driven into Pretoria, I 
expect they will be enveloped. They 
may defend Pretoria, but that can help 
them but little. It will be a question 
of weeks. Lord Roberts may be looked 
for north of the Vaal at the end of 
April, and before Pretoria, if the Boers 
fall back to that place, in the first half 
of May." 



SAY BOERS WILL FIGHT. 

Free Staters Coming Into Roberts' 
Camp Tell of Transvaalers' 
Preparations. 

Ladysmith. March 24.— The scouts 
frequently engage tile Boers beyond 
Mcrnn, under the Biggarsherg, but no 
important fighting has taken place. 

The Free Staters continue to enter 
our lines, surrendering under the pro- 
clamation issued by Lord Roberts. They 
declare that the Transvaalers are deter- 
mined to tight to the bitter end. The 
majority of those who have hitherto 
taken part in the fighting have been 
Free Staters. The Transvaalers have 
been held in reserve. 

The Boers are preparing for another 
campaign and will occupy a strongly 
fortified position in the Transvaal, 
necessitating heavy lighting before they 
can be driven out. The Boers are not 
expected to make a stand at Johannes- 
burg, but to concentrate at Pretoria. 



DOUBLE LYNCHING. 

Virginia Mob Hang Negro and White 
Chum Engaged in a Killing. 

Richmond, V.a.. March 24. — A reign 
of excitement in Greensville county cul- 
minated to-day in a double lynching at 
Emporia. A negro named Cotton, who 
according to his own confession killed 
Justice of the Peace Sanders and Mr. 
Watton at Skippers on Tuesday, and 
G'(! rady, a white man who was in the 
cabin when the killing occurred, were 
hanged by a mob variously estimated 
at from 1,500 to 2.000.

Deputies Little Heed the Theat- 
rical Attacks on the 
Ministry, 



Orgies at Public Executions- 
Madagascar as Asylum 
for Boers, 



Paris, March 24.— The Waldeck-Rous- 
seau ministry, after enjoying a short 
breathing space, had to sustain another 
assault from its Nationalist opponents 
in the chamber of deputies this week, 
ami came through the ordeal without 
much difficulty. Indeed the only result 
the Nationalists achieved was to ac- 
centuate that the government has come 
to stay until after the Exposition. 
Their organs beat the air with ven- 
geance and ceaseless strictures upon 
the government's policy, and charged ii 
with aims to embroil Fiance in foreign 
complications, but parliament seemed 
determined 10 leave the reigns of power 
in M. Waldeck-Itousseau's hands. 

Tin- opposition, unviug failed in 
frontal attacks, tried ti Hanking move- 
ment on Friday, and again came to 
grief. They brought forward twu inter 
pellations which were pistols levelled at 
the head of M. Millorand, the Minister 
of Commerce and Industry, and both 
missed lire. M. Millorand is the Nation- 
alists' bete noire and also the most vul- 
nerable point in the government's armor 
on account of his socialistic opinions, 
and in Friday's interpellations the oppo- 
sition sought to show that his action in 
the question under discussion was 
prompted by personal interests and was 
prejudicial to the interests of the conn 
try. The s»ceoss of the interpellations 
would have involved die resignation of 
Millorand and a cabinet crisis, which 
the opposition hoped would lead to tho 
breaking up of the ministry, " to divide 
or to overthrow the government." as M. 
Millorand described their tactics. The 
interpellation, which accused Millorand 
of promising a subvention to one of the 
two rival chambers of commerce at 
.Versailles, the president of which is one 
of Millorand's friends and had violently 
attacked, the French minister to Bel- 
gium, M. Gerard, was answered by M. 
Dclcasse, the foreign minister, wild fclliw 
that the cabinet had unanimously de 
cided not to grant the subvention. This 
declaration showed that no dissension 
existed >vi t liiti the ministry with regard 
to the matter, 

Tho second interpellation, regarding 
the declaration of the dressmaker, 
Paquin, to whom it was insinuated M. 
Millorand is obligated, resulted in 
the chamber voting to proceed with the 
orders of the day, which was tanta- 
mount to a vote of confidence in M. 
Millorand, by a majority of 43. A third 
interpellation, aiming at the Minister of 
the Colonies, will come before the 
chamber on Monday, when M. Duques- 
nny and M. Guilbert, the deputies for 
Martinique, will raise the iiuestiou of 
responsibility for the recent troubles in 
that island. These fruitless discussions 
prevented tho chamber from doing use- 
ful work in abolishing public executions, 
which subject is awaiting the attention 
of tho house in the form of a proposal 
which has already been adopted by the 
Hennte. Some opposition is manifested 
toward it by deputies, who seem to 
harbor an inexplicable fear that execu- 
tions will partake of a clandestine char- 
acter. M. Castillard, who introduced 
the bill early in the week, dwelt upon 
the fact that the measure would do 
away with the scenes and midnight 
orgies which now disgrace public execu- 
tions ill France. 

"We shall no more see," he said, "the 
mob accompanying with obscene ditties 
the last, walk of an unhappy criminal 
to the scaffold. It is time to put an 
end to these demoralizing spectacles." 

The sensational story published in 
certain papers that a grave sit nation 
had arisen in Morocco as the outcome of 
the French occupation of the oasis of 
Jnsalah, is denied in oflicial quarters, 
where it is declared thnt .Morocco pro 
tested, but only in n platouie way, in 
the matter, which is being arranged 
without any serious friction. 

The absence of startling events in 
the Transvaal this week has tended to 
diminish the interest among Frenchmen, 
without adding to their sympathy for 
the Boers. An indication of this is 
found in letters written to the news 
papers suggesting that in the event of 
the P.oers being completely vanquished, 
France should offer them an asylum in 
Madagascar. This generous proposal, 
however, did not evoke any enthusiasm 
for its merits, ami Le Matin points out 
that the Boers number 450,000, and 
that, should they accept such an offer, 
they being more numerous than the 
Frenchmen in Madagascar, the day 
would come when they would become 
embarrassing. The Boers would only 
leave the Transvaal because they had 
lost their independence, and they cer- 
tainly would not recover it in Mada- 
gascar. 



YOUNG WOMAN'S ENTERPRISE. 

Charged With Raising Dollar Bills to 
Tens by Affixing Revenue Stamps. 

Winnipeg, March 24.- -Alice Cliue, a 
young woman of Winnipeg, was arrested 
in Minneapolis to-day charged with hav- 
ing raised ?1 bills to $10 by '.he use of 
revenue etftnips from cigar boxes. Tin 
woman was taken to the train by a detec- 
tive but escaped before pulling out of 
Minneapolis station. Miss Cliue has liv- 
ed with her mother here for nearly a year 
and removed to Minneapolis only a week 
since. Two or three of the raised bills 
have been discovered by the police.

Rogers, 
Melita, No. 4; Dr. Gordon Bell is re- 
tained as bacteriologist, and E. M. Wood 
continues as secretary of the board.

London, March 24. — Advices received 
here announce the death in the Mooi hos- 
pital yesterday of General Sir Edward 
Woodgnte, who was wounded in the en- 
gagement at Spioii Kop on January 24. 

The late General Woodgute was born 
on November 11, 1843, at Balbroughton, 
Worcestershire. lie served with the 
Abyssinian expedition in 1S05, receiving 
a medal, and served in the Ashanti war 
of 1873-4, receiving a medal with cJnsp 
and bC) n l UlMltiouitd in despatches. Si? 
served in the Zulu V.'c'r o£ }i>70 as stuff 
officer, lie received a medal with cjasp, 
was mentioned in the despatches aud re- 
ceived brevet of major. He was made 
a staff officer iu the West Indies, serving 
there from 1SS0 to 1SS">, proceeding to 
India as regimental officer in the autumn 
of the latter year, and returning in De- 
cember, 1889. He was promoted to 
lieutenant-colonel in 1893, and to colonel 
iu 1S97, and was placed in command of 
the regimental depot of the King's 
Own at Lancaster. In April, WSilS. he 
was sent to command the troops in Sier- 
ra Leone, win re the natives were in re- 
bellion.

FRENCH RESTING. 

His Force Engaged Only in Distribut- 
ing Lord Roberts' Proclamation. 

Bloemfontein, Friday, March 2;!.— Ad- 
vices from Thnbanchu, between Bloem- 
fontein and Lndybriind, on the Orange 
Free Stale border, dated March 22. say 
Gen. French's force is resting there and 
distributing Lord Roberts' proclama- 
tion. 

One of the former presidents of the 
Orange Free State, Sir John Henry 
Brand, continues his duties as Landrost. 
lie appears quite willing to co-operate 
with the new regime. The people gen- 
erally outwardly express satisfaction 
with the advent of the British. 



Berlin. March 24.— During the coin- 
ing week the naval bill comes up before 
the special Reichstag committee. The 
arguments pro and con were pretty 
thoroughly exhausted in the plenary de- 
bates, but the question of how the ex- 
penses, which altogether are supposed to 
amount to l,7U0,UU0,OU0 intu-ks. are to 
be met will occasion lively discussions. 
The government still adheres to the be- 
lief that no special taxation is necessary, 
but that natural increase of population, 
now nearly a million annually, brings 
sufficient increase iu the amount of taxes 
to meet the required expenditures, al- 
ways provided that the perseut state of 
commercial prosperity throughout the 
empire continues. Against this calcula- 
tion the objection is made thill it is too 
uncertain and the government must rec- 
kon with years of depression. 

A commercial survey of Germany dur- 
ing the present month appears in to- 
day's Tagehlntt, apparently based on re- 
liable figures. its gist is as follows: 
"Germany for the first time in her his- 
tory is unable to employ a million toilers, 
not because of lack of work but because 
of lack of fuel and raw stuff-. The 
Austrian coal strike is partly responsible 
for this and all the industries '.:..e are 
overcrowded, the iron industry being 
most affected, the Prussian govern- 
ment alone having recently placed orders 
for 000 locomotives and !),li!)0 cars. Tile 
whole machinery industry is in a similar 
condition, excepting the bicycle business. 
Within a year, thirty-six bicycle works 
have censed to exist. The German 
shipyards are overcrowded with war ves- 
sels in course of construction. In ;>!) yards 
there are now in process of construction 
."128 vessels of every kind. 

The German foreign trade of 1S99 
amounted to ten milliards, of which 
seven were maritime, an increase in the 
latter of 1,300,000.000 marks. The same 
ratio of increase is maintained. German 
capital invested in shipping amounts to 
nearly 000,000,000 marks. Even the tex- 
tile industry is nourishing and the wages 
of employees are being raised without 
strikes. 

Tho Russian ambassador here to-night 
gave a soiree. Among the 000 .peopit, 
present were Unitcu StiUes Ambassador 
White and Mrs. WhltO, 

On Monday will occur the concert to 
be given for tue_,benelit .of the widows 
and orphans of Britons killed In South 
Africa, at which Messrs. Ernest ITutcue- 
son, Kelley and Cole will perform and 
the elite of the British and American 
colonies will be present. 

The correspondent hero of the Associat- 
ed Press has interviewed many capital- 
ists wiio have large interests in the 
Transvaal. They say they do not be- 
lieve the gold mine-, will be destroyed, 
adding that there is no dynamite there 
excepting what is imported. They claim 
that individuals could do no damage to 
the mines and the Transvaal government 
could not afford to prejudice its cause in 
Europe by destroying mines over which 
German and French Hags flout in many 
cases.

THE ALASKAN BOPNDARV. 

A Report that the Anglo-American Com- 
mission Will Reassemble Denied at 
Washington. 

Chicago, March 23.— A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says: 

It was leanual here to-day from re- 
liable sources that the Joint High Com- 
mission will assemble in the immediate 
future to consider questions of great im- 
portance, including the fortification of 
the Nicaragua Canal and the possible re- 
linquishment of a small strip of Alaska 
territory to the British government. It 
has not been determined whether the 
meeting will be in Washington or in Ot- 
tawa, nor just when the commission will 
be convened. 

Tiie proposal for reconvening the com- 
mission comes from Great Britain, and 
developments to-day seem to confirm the 
statement of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, made 
in the Canadian parliament, that the 
commission will soon he called together. 
As is well known, there is much opposi- 
tion to the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, which 
provided in its original shape for a neu- 
tral canal and one which could not be 
fortified by this country even in time 
of war. 

Senator Davis has proposed an amend- 
ment to the treaty which gives this gov- 
ernment the right to control the canal 
absolutely whenever the United States 
becomes involved in n war with a for- 
eign nation. Great Britain naturally op- 
poses this amendment, but it is said that 
that government has proposed to recon- 
vene the Joint High Commission with the 
intention of effecting negotiations which 
will permit the United States to fortify 
the Nicaraguan Canal, and. in exchange 
for this, Great Britain will ask for alt 
outlet through Alaska to the sea, which 
means the cession of Pyramid Harbor to 
the British government. 

Washington, March 21.— Secretary 
Hay stated to-day that so far as he 
knew there was no foundation for the 
announcement by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
the Canadian Premier, that, the Ameri- 
can-Canadian commission would soon re- 
assemble. Secretary Hay said that he 
had no communication -with the British 
government on the subject, nor had any 
event occurred -which made the gathering 
of the commission a matter of immediate 
necessity. He added that there might bo 
sonic official despatches on the way from 
England which would throw* some light 
on the subject, hut no intimation, of their 
arrival or contents 'h'afl reached him. 



A DOCTOR'S SUICIDE. 

El Paso. Texas, March 24.— Dr. Wil- 
liam Yundell, state quarantine officer nt 
this point and one of the best known 
men iu Texas, committed suicide at his 
home last night, by firing a bullet 
through his brain. Dr. Yundell was ,~t7 
years old. He had often told his friends 
that he was a physical wreck and in- 
tended to end it all.

THE CHILKOOT TUNNEL. 

Promoter L. 1). Kinney Expects to Re- 
sume Work on It Soon. 

" L. D. Kinney, promoter of the Chil- 
koot tunnel from the Scales to Crater 
hike, who has been in the city several 
weeks, will leave to-night for Dyea," 
says the Post-Intelligencer of Friday last. 
"The proposed tunnel is to be 3,800 feet 
long. 

"Kinney says that among those inter- 
ested in the Chilkoot Tunnel Company 
are: D. W. Small, of Walla Walla; 
.Michael King, of the Victoria & Yukon 
Transportation Company; F. F. Stotkp, 
of Skugwoy; C. \V.' Young, of Juneau; 
Sain Blum, of Juneau; F. D. Nowell, of 
Juneau; W. Erskine, of Boston, and 
George Westervelt, of New York; that 
the Canadian capital in the project is $1,- 
000,000, and the American capital $50.- 
000. He estimates that it will require 
,$115,000 to put the 3,S00-foot tunnel 
through and $1,500,000 to complete a 
proposed second and much larger tunnel 
below the first one, should the latter 
prove a success. It is also proposed to 
construct an electric railroad from Dyea, 
through the tunnel, to White Horse 
rapids. 

"Kinney said he expected the railroad 
committee of the British Columbia par- 
liament to give a permit soon to proceed 
with tin? tunnel work, and with the pres- 
tige of such a permit lie says he does not 
anticipate a refusal of the parliament to 
grant a charter or any difficulty in inter- 
esting ample capital to carry out the 
whole plan." 

It the rest of this item has no more 
value than the last paragraph it is not 
worth much. The British Columbia par- 
liament is not in session. Consequently 
there is ,jio railway committee in exist- 
ence, and. if the provincial parliament 
were in session and a railway committee 
were in existence it would have- no power 
to jsrant any permit to do anything. The 
Cos*. intelligencer's informant has a 
rival imagination.

devoid of passion, prejudice and personali- 
ties I have not referred to either the 
Lieutenant-Governor or the premier in 
terms oilier than of respectful remonstrance. 
The temptation Is great to do otherwise. 
The outrage ou the constitution Is so gross 
cad Inexcusable that were I to allow my 
pen to run away with my discretion and 
express «iny real feelings I should fall to 
command that attention from the class 
whom I labor to reach by the force of ar- 
gument and calm discussion. 

In previous letters I have said that Ills 
Honor was not hlameable for calling on Mr. 
.Martin If he had reason to believe that -Mr. 
Martin had a good following In the house 
and country. Ills Honor's attack on the 
constitution began when, after a fair trial, 
he found that the premier did not possess 
the conlldeuce of the country or the legl* 
llltnre. Every day that the premier Is suf- 
fered to remain In power without an ap- 
peal to the people adds to the difficulty of 
the situation, Increases the popular discon- 
tent and brings the country nearer to a 
political and financial crisis, which limy In- 
vove many of our citizens In gn at loss be- 
fore matters are allowed to resume thCIr 
constitutional course. 

The great need of the province to-day is 
legislation— wholesome laws to correct the 
evil work of the session of IS!)!), and tn In- 
augurate oi her and necessary reforms. The 
relations of labor and capital are of a most 
unsatisfactory nature. Experienced and 
able miners are Idle In every camp. Eng- 
llsh capitalists no longer regard British Co- 
lumbia as a safe Held for Investment and 



gulshlng for want of It. The future of the 
province for years hangs upon It. Action 
by Mr. i'clnnos Is anxiously awaited. Will 
he respond to the almost unanimous de- 
mand of the people of the province and by 
ordering an early election restore to them 
those constitutional privileges of which 
| they have been deprived? Or will he 
cling to his idol and go down with him to 
a political grave from which there will be 
no resurrection. Mr. Martin may "bob up 
serenely" at some future time; but for the 
Lieutenant-Governor there will be reserved 
[lie fate of poor Sir Charles Darling, the 
Australian governor, who, thinking that 
be was a greater man than the Colonial 
Secretary tore the constitution of the col- 
ony Into taiters al the bidding of a cabinet 
of demagogues and was dismissed.

Mi. Spencer Wilkinson bus a tnshiou of 
talking about bit* prognostications of the 
movements of our troops, but though they 
ate deemed valuable enough to telegraph 
around the world, the Colonist can claim 
to have hit the mark in its humble ef- 
forts quite as often as the London mili- 
tary critic. Thus we pointed out the 
probability that Methuen would mass a 
column at Warrenton, near Fourteen 
Streams, at least a week before word 
came that ho had done so, and we also 
suggested that he would move eastward 
so as to strike the Boers' right flank, n 
conclusion which now seems generally 
accepted. We mention this, not to show 
that the Colonist is up to date with its 
speculations on the situation, but to give 
renders an idea of the value of the opiu 
ions of the alleged experts. Wilkinson's 
prophecies are only those that almost any 
one with a map before him would natur- 
ally think of. If the reader will take n 
map of South Africa, and, locating the 
position of the forces, try to figure out 
the next move, he will probably be ns 
nearly correct as any one can be. Wc 
noli- that nearly all the so-called experts 
were astray as to how Bloemfonlein 
would be taken, and they are likely to 
be just as wide of the mark on other 
points. 

Late English papers contain very many 
scrappy details of the relief of Lady 
smith. It is impossible to piece together 
anything like a connected story, for 
which we shall have to wail until the 
war is over, and the correspondents have 
full swing. There will be more than onu 
book the subject of Ludysmith, the 
siege ami the relief. Hut scrappy and 
disconnected as the accounts are, they 
show that no one fully appreciated the 
magnitude of the task which Bulier was 
set in accomplish. The fact that ho 
succeeded is proof that British infuntry 
tan accomplish anything. 

The suggestion is made that the relief 
of Mafeking may be accomplished by a 
mounted column from I'rieska. II this 
is correct, the second Canadian contin- 
gent may participate in it, for they are 
not far from I'rieska. But I'rieska is 
more than 250 miles from Mafeking in 
a direct line and by the route a mounted 
column would take probably 300. On 
the other hand, Methuen is lit Warren- 
ton. only 178 miles away. Due would 
naturally expect relief to conic from the 
nearest point where there is a large 
force. 



THE NEW MIMSTE1I. 

(ieorge Washington Boebe, the new 
I'rnvincial Secretary, ir- a prosperous 
rancher from Agassiz. lie is a gentle- 
man of repute, lie i- also somewhat 
deaf, no! so much so us Smith Curtis, 
his colleague, bill still rather more so 
than is exactly convenient. However, if 
we know anything about Mr. Martin, a 
little deafness more or lesej on the part 
of his cabinet will cut very little figure. 
So long as lie hears there in no necessity 
for any Of the rest of them to do so. 
We understand that this is Mr. Boebe's 
first entrance into public life. His neigh- 
bors have never called upon him to leave 
his plow in the field, like (Jineinuatus, 
ami proceed t" the capital to save the 
country. It has remained for Mr. Mar- 
tin with his eagle eye for "mute inglor- 
ious Miltons" to discover in liim the 
finalities for which British Columbia fs 
languishing at the present time. We 
understand that those who know Mr. 
Boebe well entertain a very higli, opinion 
of liim, and as one who is familiar with 
I he requirements of agriculture, ho ought 
to he able to do the province good ser- 
vice. We trust liis tenure of office will 
Tie short, sweet and satisfactory.. 

Mr. Beebe's selection for a cabinet of- 
fice furnishes new evidence of how com- 
pletely alone Mr. Martin slands in the 
province so far as those persons who 
have hitherto hud the ear of the public 
uro concerned. He is about ',,> try a 
somewhat remarkable experiment. Him- 
self only a resident of the province for 
less than three years, rejected by the 
political party with which he first as- 
sociated himself ami unable to make an 
alliance, -with their opponents, be is at- 
tempting to administer the affairs of the 
country with a cabinet composed of gen- 
tlemen none of whom, besides himself, 
has ■■ever had even the slightest experi- 
ence in public life or been chosen by his 
fellow citizens for any representative 
position, with the single exception of Mr. 



Yates, who is serving his first year as an 
nlderman in Victoria. And with .such a 
cabinet Mr. Martin proposes to appeal to 
the people of British Columbia upon a 
platform which is almost revolutionary 
in its nature. Whether this argues the 
courage of conviction or of desperation 
each person must judge for himself. It 
is an open secret that he did not go out 
into the street- and highways for col- 
leagues until he had ascertained that 
there was little ti.se for him to look else- 
where. 

That Mr. Martin cannot carry 'he 
province with his platform and colleagues 
seems to be taken for granted by every 
nise who is apposed to him. But we are 
going to speak a word of warning, and 
say that there i> no telling what he may 
he able to do if divided counsels prevail 
among his opponents. There ought to be 
an immediate union of all those who de- 
sire to sec the defeat of Mr. Martin and 
his platform. 



IS IT A 1 1 OA X ' 



Louis ile Rougemont, if that was his 
name, had a very interesting story to tell, 
but he is not in the running with a Cana- 
dian Frenchman named Joseph Zotique 
la .Toie. There is one essential differ- 
ence between .C'ciu. that whereas Louis 
went in I'm- money-making by his ro- 
mancing, Joseph has not such aims. The 
alleged adventures ol the former wevi 
in Australia; those of the latter have 
taken place, so he snys, in a region which 
he thinks niU3t he the North 1'oie l.a 
Joie is at present in Washington. 1ml he 
has been examined and cross-examined 
by scientists in both New York and Bos- 
Ion, and they are all in a slate of rteuu- 
belief in his tale. 

This new claimant for fame was born 
in Quebec, and when he was IS years 
old accompanied his father to the North- 
west Territory, where he engaged in 
hunting. I lis wanderings, as we are 
told in the telegraphic synopsis of his 
story, led him to Great Hear Lake in 
the fall of 1SS9, and from this point lie 
piisln d northward with a partner named 
("ieorge White. In May, 1802. they 
found themselves at an iron post marked: 
"Eighty-two degrees of latitude north. .SI! 
degrees of longitude wesr." This would 
involve a journey of at least a thousand 
miles ii. (!;, must direct, possible line, 
and they are alleged to have accomplish- 
ed it in two and a half years As the 
region between the two points consists 
to a considerable extent of water, it it* 
difficult to understand why two men 
should make such a tremendous journey 
on foot. Allowing for the periods when 
the water wtrRld be open, the devious 
route which they must have followed 
and the time occupied in bunting and 
lost during the darkness of winter and 
the prevalence of storms, the journey 
would certainly lie a remarkable, one 
might almost say an impossible, one. It 
ought not to be wholly impracticable to 
test the correctness of his statement in 
this respect, for surely if any explorers 
ever placed an iron pillar two or three 
hundred miles west of Smith's Sound, 
there must be some record of the fact. 

Al. this point La Joie and White sep- 
arated temporarily, they supposed, in or- 
der to find out where the best hunting 
was, and when La Joie was seven days 
out from their camp a tremendous shock 
broke up tln> iceberg- upon which he -was 
travelling and he went drifting north on 
a portion of it. Ho continued drifting 
for thirty-six days, when the berg went 
ashore and he landed with such of his 
dogs as be had not eaten. The climate 
here was much milder than further south. 
During his first night ashore he was 
awakened by bis dogs and found himself 
surrounded by a number of copper-color- 
ed people who shot at him with bows and 
arrows. His heavy clothes protected him 
and the next day he was able lo arrange 
terms of peace with bis visitors. The 
men were all large, being upwards of fix 
feet tall. Their language was unlike that 
of the natives further south and they had 
a system of writing, which he learned. 
After remaining two years wilii iliein. 
he set out on his return in a boat made 
of wha'leskin, accompanied by two of the 
men, who died on the way. After five 
months hardship he reached Nekalek, 
Alaska, where he sold bis boat for a 
train of dogs and went to Ottawa 
thence by the overland route, passing 
through British Columbia on the way. 
We will await further details of his story 
before expressing any opinion as to the 
probability of his having made the last 
mimed portion of the trip. At present 
it is eitremely difficult to understand 
how a man could travel through British 
Columbia returning from the North 
Pole and no one have heard anything 
about it. 

The first hint of this extraordinary 
story was given a month or so ago in an 
Associated Tress despatch. 'flic New 
York Herald i ri responsible for bringing 
the matter prominently forward. La Joie 
has been taken in hand by United Static 
government experts, and his story is be- 
ing very critically examined under the 
supervision of Professor MeCee, of the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Speculation • upon the truth of such a 
story is of very little value, but it does 
not stand quite alone. St. Brandau, an 
Irish monk, about fourteen centuries ago 
was carried away at sea by a storm 
and his vessel was driven to a far dis- 
tant country. One tradition says that he 
was swept far to the north, where he 
met a strange people with whom he re- 
mained for n dime. Another explanation 
of the tradition, which has a solid enough 
basis, is that the new and discovered 
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ta sent direct to th'el disensed 
parts by the Improved blower 
Hc.ils the ulcers, clears the atr 
passages, stops droppings in the 
throat and permanamlv cures 
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was America. There is a still earlier 
Norse tradition of a voyage made to the 
north where it strange people were en- 
countered. This has also been explained 
by some writers as being really a visit 
to the Mediterranean. There is some 
reason to believe that about ten or fif- 
teen centuries ago the ice barrier which 
now blocks navigation to the far north 
was not impassable. Capt. Symmes, of 
the United States army, claimed to have 
had abundant evidcnc" of the existence 
at the North Pole, or rather in an im- 
mense depression extending far into the 
centre of the earth, if not all the way- 
through to the South Pole, of a race of 
people unlike any living in known lati- 
tudes. Ho claimed that the climate there 
was much like La Joie says he found it 
on his northern visit. Thus we see that 
La Joie's story, utterly improbable as it 
seems, is not wholly unsupported, in the 
sense that tin- conditions which ho says 
exist in the far North have been sug- 
gested long before his time. We shall 
give fuller details of the alleged discovery 
when they come to hand. 



Till-: STATUS OF CHRISTIANITY. 

Prof. Charles A. Briggs writes to the 
Popular Science Monthly to say that 
though church attendance is declining, 
there is no reason to believe that Ohris- 
tiilllity is losing its force as a vital prin- 
ciple in the lives of men. It is open to 
doubt if in point of fact church attend- 
ance is declining. The number of 
churches is steadily increasing; the 
numbers anil salaries of the clergy are 
certainly not diminishing. The religious 
press is stronger than ever it has been. 
There is no dearth of religious books, 
and the Bible never had such a circula- 
tion. Of hospitals, refuges and other 
establishments of a similar kind there 
never before was anything like the num- 
ber now in existence. Possibly the pulpit 
has lost a great deal of its authority. 
Undoubtedly not so many people consult 
the minister in the varied circumstances 
of life as formerly, and there is a 
growing impatience with thai species of 
religious instruction which declares that 
certain things shall be believed because 
sonic one else has said they are true; 
bill these things are us nothing when 
weighed with what must be placed in 
the other scale of the balance. 

This i.= an age of inquiry. We take 
very little upon trust. There does not 
seem tu be as much necessity for taking 
thin fs mi trust as there used to be. 
The majority of mankind in civilized 
countries that is in those where Chris- 
tianity has its strongest influence— are 
in fairly comfortable circumstances. 
They do not feel any great need of anti- 
cipating a heaven of ease and never- 
ending enjoyment. They tind this is a 
pretty good sort of ,i world to live in, 
and arc not as anxious as their ances- 
tors were a century or so ago to tind 
their way to another. The joys of 
the heaven of the poets possess com- 
paratively few attractions. Streets of 
gold and eternal music do not appeal to 
the imagination as they once did. The 
modern conception of Christian duty 
consists more in a regard for the wel- 
fare of others than in the pursuit of 
ultimate happiness for ourselves. Man- 
kind is a long distance from the time 
when human affairs will be regulated 
according to the Golden Rule, but it is 
nearer than it used to be, and while 
this is the case it is idle for anyone to 
pretend that the vital force of Chris- 
tianity is not .stronger than ever nnd 
constantly gaining in strength. 

Christianity is not simply u creed. 
Still less is it an organization. It is 
not a matter of ritual. It is a principle 
which may lie defined easily enough, 
perhaps, in general terms, but has 
many phases, or rather operates in 
many diverse ways that cannot be so 
readily stated. Let us take nil 
example from the material world. A 
long time ago electricity was known as 
something which could be developed by 
rubbing a piece of amber. Hence its 
name from elcktron, the Creek for 
amber. Probably the ancient experi- 
menters, when they nibbed their pieces 
of amber and saw that they attracted 
light fragments to them, had no suspi- 
cion that the force which they were 
developing was the same as that 
which sent sharp arrows of destructive 
light through the air and made the 
earth echo with thunder. They cer- 
tainly never suspected that this same 
force would one day drive vessels 
through the sea or carriages over the 
land, or illumine the homes of men, or be 
the servant, of a new civilization. We 
have learned what electricity is by the 
uses we have put it to. Now, this is 
only given as an illustration, not as a 
parallel to religion; but it may serve 
to show wdiat is meant when we speak 
of the evolution of Christianity, and 
say that we can see possibilities and 
uses for it. of which our ancestors never 
dreamed. 

Christianity hns been the great eman- 
cipator of mankind. It has emancipated 
the human intellect. It has rendered 
progress possible along lines never 
thought of before its introduction. It 
has created new conditions of life and 
has illuminated them by its rndinnee. 
It is leavening humanity, even though 
millions of those who arc being leavened 
by it may not be conscious of it, or may 
avowedly reject it. Strike Christianity 
out of modern civilization nn<rl it will be 
time to write the epitaph of the latter. 
It may be that in certain so-called 
higher social circles something very 
much resembling paganism is rife, pro- 
ducing what recent writers call "de- 
generates"; but as long as the stream 
of national life is fed from fountains 
purified by the example and teaching of 
,Tosus- Of Nazareth, no one need fear 
that we shall see repeated in Christen- 
dom the story of the decline and fall of 
Home or other aneieut empires. Specu- 
lation us to the authorship of the'Gos-

such mine or any part thereof, or any 
mailers, thing or practice to be defective, 
and require the same to be remedied." 

The powers and diltiiis of the inspec- 
tor under' this section shall extend in the 
case of there being employed in the mine 
any person wno by want ot understand- 
ing, knowledge, or skill, or owing t< 
mental or physical incapacity or incom 
potency for the performance of the par- 
ticular tusk or duty upon which he is 
engaged, or wdio, or in case he is unable 
to clearly understand instructions con- 
veyed to him. or who is or may be a 
source of danger to any other person in 
the mine in which such person is, for the 
time being employed," etc.. when the in- 
spector is empowered to examine any per- 
son or persons employed in such mine, 
and if he linds that they are dangerous

Hcsitll of Ihe Inquest Into the Heath of 
the Infant Forrest. 

The mi-oner's impics! yesterday after- 
noon I iqiiire into the death of the 

inlaui child. Violet Forrest, resulted in 
a verdict of detilll from natural causes, 
iiitribiitahle to the negligence of the 
mother and grandmother. 

The mother of the child, Mien hor- 
rcst a girl 111 vears old, and the grand- 
mother, Mary Forrest, were in court, 
and were visibly affected ul the proceed- 
ings. The evidence consisted chiefly m 
estaiilishing two points- the cause of 
death and the matter of the issuing ot 
the burial permit by the city. 

Dr. Fraser testified to having made a 
posMnntteni examination of ihe body, 
which was thai of a very small female 
(•hilil, |wo or three months old. 1 here 
were no marks of violence on the body, 
nor anv evidence of .ilsease. The cans* 
of death was evidently malnutrition. 
The child's person had not been kept 
eleiin causing excoriations. There was 
no evidence thai the child bad died from 
the effects of any disease. Had proper 
uiedlciil attendance been secured, the 
■hilil's life might have been saved.

Parting Words of General Hutton 
Hint at a Deplorable 
Condition. 



Flat Contradiction Between His 
Statement and That of 
the Premier. 



From tin' L'ouuuous Hansard. Feu. Hi. 

Mi-. E. G, Prior (Victoria, B.C.) -Before 
the order* nf tin' day are called, I wish to 
address the house, ami as lay remarks will 
bo of somewhat lengthy character, 1 shall 
conclude wlih u motion. 1 n-lsli tQ Orlng to 
the attention of tin' housi' a matter that is 
of the greatest Interest to the people of 
Canada, especially those belonging to the 
militia force. 1 refer to the near departure 
of Major-General Mutton, who has been In 
command of the Canadian mllltlu for some 
eighteen months past We are Informed by 
the press that he Is leaving the Dominion 
in order to go to the front In South Africa 
as an imperial officer. It seems to me that 
this Is a case of swopping horses In the 
middle of the stream. We know that at 
present (Ireat llrltaln Is In the throes of a 
mighty struggle, In which, I am proud to 
say, Canada and the other colonies ate tak- 
ing a hand and thereby showing that they 
are heart and soul witli the Mother Coun- 
try. It shows also that the time has come 
In the history of this country when one I 
would naturally expect the government to 
do everything possible to put our mllltlu [ 
force on the best possible basis and the of- . 
fairs of the department In the best rim- I 
nlug order. All the Information we have 
up to the present Is that General Hutton 
Is leaving because he has been offered a 
position In South Africa, but there Is a 
widespread feeling all over the Dominion 
that that Is not the true reason for his de- 
parture. We have hail British generals 
here before, good men, who left Canada 
somewhat under a cloud, whether owing 
to their own faults or to unfortunate fric- 
tion that has occurred between them and 
the various ministers of militia, I leave it 
for hon. members to decide; but I am sad- 
ly afraid that the present Instance is one 
In which the general commanding is leav- 
ing on account of friction. I have no 
reason for saying so except general rumor, 
but I think there must be something In it, 
because I cannot believe that a gentleman 
who has the welfare of this Dominion so 
much at heart, as Genera! fTutton has. who 
has done his duty so well— In which state- 
ment I think nearly every man in the mil- 
itia force in this Dominion will agree with 
me— would give tip a position In which be 
knows he would he of Immense value to 
this country, it Ih most deeply to be de- , 
plored If his departure Is owing to friction i 
between him and the government, and If 
the government has not seen lit to try and 
bring about a good understanding between 
It and the General. General Hutton is 
acknowledged by almost every military man 
in Canada to have a splendid grasp of the 
whole situation, lie is an Infantry soldier, 
but also well versed la the cavalry and ur- 
tlllery branches, a combination rarely 
found, and he also bus hud large experi- 
ence on the staff and In the Held and among 
militiamen In dealing with the volunteers 
in the Australian colonies. With respect 
to bis qualifications la the latter respect, 
1 may say that I have met many Aus- 
tralians' who have been under him, and 
have taken great Interest in the work lie 
did and they were all loud In their praises 
of the manner In which he carried out 
that work. 

I think that any one who has read the 
llrst report he Issued must agree with me 
that Canada was very fortunate In getting 
a man of his calibre to look after her mili- 
tary force. Ills ideas were no provincial, 
do "narrow ideas, but broad and imperial- 
istic, and 1 urn perfectly certain that any- 
thing he has done In this country was done 
with the sole motive of enabling the gov- 
ernment of Cnnadu to put our ml 11 tin force 
Into such a state that It would not only 
be u credit to ourselves, but the whole Brit- 
ish Empire, and be able to hold Its own 
with any troops from any portion of the 
Empire. , , 

I am well aware that the General has un- 
fortunately had some disputes with geu- 
tlemen in' our militia, one of whom, I am 
sorrv to say Is a gentleman who has a seat 
in this house, but who Is now at the front. 
1 do ua\ Intend saying a word on that sub-

Jeot, and I a.a sure the lion. Minister of 
.Militia (Mr. Borden) will not ask me to, 
because the papers have been called for, 
and until they are laid on the table U 
would not he fair for any one to discuss 
the dispute In quest Ion. Everybody who 
knows Col. Hughes knows that he is a most 
enthusiastic militiaman, who has always 
done his best to carry oat successfully any- 
thing to which he has put his hand, but 
every one who knows General Button can 
also say that no dispute could have come 
about unless he bud really thought there 
<Cas some cause for his strictures. I left- 
over, as I have said, until the papers are 
down 1 do not wish to say anything on that 
point. 

Hut if It Is true thai politics are at the 
bottom of the General's leaving this coun- 
try, I think thai Is a fuel to tie deplored by 
I he whole country. W hen the present 
Minister of Militia took office, we were 
told thai lie was going to do bis besl to 
keep politics out of the department, which, 
every militiaman knows, is the curse of 
the whole thing, At meetings of rltle and 
artillery associations, the lion, minister 
laid great stress upon the point that hi' 
was going to devote his whole time to see- 
ing that the militia department was run on 
military principles alone, anil that politics 
were left out of the question altogether. 

The positions were to be given to the men 
who were best titled for them, Indepen- 
dently of whether they were Liberals or 
Conservatives. Now, I believe the hon. gen- 
tleman really meant what he said, 1 believe 
he tried ills utmost to carry that out, but I 
am sadly afraid that the pressure brought 
to bear upon him has been too much. If 
such Is tlie case, I say that there can never 
be a militia force In Canada that will be 
what it should be. Until we can keep poll- 
tics out of it, I do not believe the present 
government— and 1 speak of past govern- 
ments as well — until we can keep politics 
out, there Is no earthly chance of having 
that militia department carried on with 
credit to Itself or credit to the country, b'or 
another thing, we shall uever get an Im- 
perial officer to come out here from Great 
Britain and slay. Some gentlemen say we 
have had enough officers seut out to us from 
the war office ut home. Well, I do not 
agree with them. Personally, I believe It 
would be the greatest mistake, a most fatal 
mistake to break the link that now binds 
us to the Mother Country. We must have 
an officer who has had large experience in 
organization, large experience In the ser- 
vice, and a man who Is perfectly free from 
all political taint. Such a man, 1 believe, 
cannot be found In Canada. We have, Mr. 
Speaker, splendid officers In Canada, we 
have seat many of them to the front to 
represent us in South Africa, men who 
cannol be beaten for the positions they 
hold anywhere else In the British Empire. 
Itut I say fearlessly, and speaking from 
my own knowledge of the militia for the 
lust twenty-live years, that there Is not 
a single man In Canada to-day who Is lit 
to take the position of general officer epiu- 
inailcllng the forces of Canada. We may 
In time train men lit to tnke that posi- 
tion, and When we find Canadians who have 
passed through the Uoyal Military College, 
and who have served with distinction In 
the British Empire, I would say if possible 
we should get a Canadian who has had that 
experience. But until we find sueli a man 
we cannot do without an Imperial officer 
In that position. 

Now, sir, I do not wish to make a long 
speech on this subject, because it is a mat- 
ter on which any man eun say In a short 
time all he wishes; but 1 do say this, that 
I think It is deeply to be regretted that n 
man of Genera! Ilutton's attainments and 
abilities should either have seen tit volun- 
tarily to retire, or. which 1 believe Is nearer 
the truth, has been forced to leave Canada 
in tills Juncture. I am perfectly certain 
that my feelings are shared by a very large 
number of men In Canada. We cannot all 
agree, but anyway, speaking for myself 

alone I have no wish to bind uuyoi i 

tills side or on the other side oT the house 
to agree with me. as I do not know what 
their feelings may be— but I feel It on- 
duty to my country and to the mllltlu at 
large, to lay this matter before you and to 
speu k these few words on this subject. I 
only trust that General Hutton, when he 
leaves Canada, will be encouraged by the 
consciousness that he has done his duty, 
us 1 know he has done It, and that he may 
he fortunate In the new field to which he 
Is going. I beg to move that the house do 
now adjourn. ■ 

The I'rluie Minister (Sir Wilfrid I.aurler) 
- Whilst I appreciate fully the motive 
which has actuated my hon. friend from 
Victoria i.Mr. Prior) In bringing this matter 
before the house. I desire li> say thai for 
reasons of equal moment, at least, I submit 
to the Judgment of the house that it Is not 
desirable lit this time to enter Into a contro- 
versy at to the causes which have led to 
General Ilutton's recall. General Hutton 
has been recalled by the Imperial author- 
ities to take service In South Africa. Whilst 
he has been here he has In many respects 
rendered good service to the militia of Can 
nda; everybody acknowledges thai he is a 
meritorious officer; but that he Is not free 
from faults, like everybody else In the 
world, even his best friends will admit. I 
think at this moment. It Is Just as well to 
leave the matter where It Is, and to allow 
General Hutton to leave tills country for 
Africa carrying with him the best wishes 
of all Canadians In the career In which he- 
is about to enter, a career which, we be- 
lieve, he will till worthily by his courage 
and his ability as n soldier. 

Later In the day Mr. Prior again spoke. 
He Bald: The bon. member for King's. N. 
»., I.Mr. DomvUlel and others, have 
lit to accuse me of bringing this matter 
before the house for political purposes. Sir, 
I deny that In toto. I had no such thought. 
It wus my belief that when this matter 
was mentioned the Minister of Militia (Mr. 
Borden) would be the first man to uphold 
General Hutton, an officer who has been 
under him In his department for so long. 
But, Instead of that, the hon. minister (Mr. 
Borden) sees fit to keep his seat without 
saying a single word In defence of General 
Hutton. It wns also hinted by the hon. 
member for King's, N.B., (Mr. Domvllle), 
as well as by the minister, that I had 
brought this matter up at somebody's re- 
quest. Let me tell this house that I have 
not had n single word from anybody, either 
Inside the house or outside the house, either 
In the militia department or from any gen- 
tleman who was In the military depart- 
ment, requesting me to bring tills matter 
forward. I did it because I think I have 
enough of the spirit of fair-play In me to 
see that It wns a most cowardly thing to 
allow a general officer commanding oiir 
mllltla to leave the country wlthouCoh'e- 
word being said as to the reason why he 



was leaving. If there Is anything ngnlust 
Major-Genera] Hutton, let the government 
say what it Is aud give him u chance to 
refill e It. If he were not a man uf such 
sterling fairness himself, I believe be could 
enlighten the country us to the reason why 
he Is going; but no doubt he prefers to let 
the onus full upon himself rather than 
upou the government, if the matter had 
not been brought up, It would have been 
a virtual condemnation ef him, and I am 
sure there Is no person In this house to- 
day who wishes to treat a man so unfairly 
us that. I have nothing further to say ex- 
cept that I am very glad I did bring this 
mutter up. us General Hutton now knows 
the worst that can be said against him In 
the country.

.Mr. Prior asked: lias any order lu coun- 
cil been passed dismissing Major-General 
Hutton or calling on him to resign his posi- 
tion of major-general commanding the Can- 
adian militia? If so, what was the date of 
same'.' Wiih said order In council signed 
by His Excellency the Governor-Oenerni? 

The Prime Minister (Sir Wilfrid Laurier) 
— No order In council has been passed dis- 
missing Major-General Hutton or calling' 
on him to resign bis position of major gen- 
eral commanding the mllltla; and. there- 
fore. His Excellency the Governor-General 
was not asked to sign any such order. I 
may add that a communication has been 
sent to the Imperial authorities concerning 
General Hutton. but I have not authority 
to-day to discdose It to the house. 

Mr. Prior asked: "Has the intention of 
the government been culled In the following 
words made use of by Major -General Hut- 
ton In a speech delivered by lit 111 lit II fare- 
well dfi r tendered to him on the 14th 

Inst, by I he officers of the Ottawa Brigade: 
'1 have used my iitiie.si endeavor to < rente 
a national mllltla army worthy of the re- 
sponsibilities whiili are peculiarly Its own, 
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eed upon a plain- above all possibility 
of party political Interference as regards 
lis discipline, its personnel mid its military 

machinery I should. 

however, feel more hopeful of the future 
of Canada if the government had even 
shown active Interest In our recent efforts, 
for a higher efficiency, or Indicated their 
approval of the principles upon which our 

efforts are based. I 

would ask you, however. III all due seri- 
ousness not to suppose that the severance 
of my ties with you Is due to petty misun- 
derstandings with the Minister of Mllltla 
upon minor Issues of nppohil Ills or dis- 
ciplinary matters, but that It. is due to 
broader, wider and vastly more important 
Issues,' 

"Is it true that the government have not 
approved of the policy of the Major-Gen- 
eral Commanding, as set forth above'; Can 
tin' government inform this house what 
was tin- cause of the disagreement between 
them and the Major -General';" 

The Prime Minister (Sir Wilfrid Laurier)— 
Yes. (he attention of the government lias 
been drawn to that portion of Mnjor- 
Gcnrr.tl Ilutton's speech mentioned In the 
question, and to other portions also, equally 
reprehensible. There have been differences 
of opinion between the goverumul and 
General Hutton. The government were dis- 
posed, now that he has been recalled for 
service in Africa, to let these differences 
pass without any comment. The govern- 
ment had reason to believe Hint this was In 
accordance with General Ilutton's views, 
and therefore when the subject was brought 
up In the house a few days ago, the gov- 
ernment refrained from making any state- 
ment on the subject. There Is now no reas- 
on to follow that course any further, 
General Button In ills speech has Insinuated 
that his differences witli the government 
are due to a desire on the part of the latter 
to exercise Improper political Influence on 
the mllltla organization of the country. I 
say that there Is absolutely tin foundation 
for such a statement. The causes of differ- 
ence between the government and General 
Hutton were not over any broad questions 
of general policy; the causes of difference 
were that General Hutton was insubordi- 
nate and indiscreet, ami deliberately ignor- 
ed tin- authority "f the minister in rue ad- 
ministration of the department. The gov- 
ernment desire to state that while they 
will, at all times, be prepared to give the 
most careful consideration to any repre- 
sentations which may be made by the offi- 
cer commanding the militia. It must be dls- 
tlnctly understood Unit any such officer, 
mi accepting the position in question, be- 
comes from thill lime an officer in the em- 
ployment of and subject la all resp-cts lo 
tin. government of Canada, and thai be Is 
to be regarded as the adviser, but not us 
entitled to control the department of mll- 
ltla. The government are responsible to 
the parliament ami people of Canada for 
the due administration of each and every 
branch of the public service, and they 
would be derelict to their duty if' they were 
to permit any subordinate officer, under 
any circumstances, to take upon himself 
to disregard ttie Instructions he may re- 
ceive from tlie constitutional head of his 
department.

Another man unknown in provincial 
political circles in British Columbia has 
been induced to join Premier .Martin's 
cabinet. The latest acquisition is 
George Washington Beebe, a fanner of 
Agassiz, who heretofore has been a sup- 
porter of former Premier Seinlin, in 
whose constituency he resides. Mr. 
Beebe was sworn in yesterday morning, 
and a special of the provincial Gazette 
issued during the afternoon contained 
the announcement of his appointment to 
the executive council and provincial 
secretaryship. Hon. Mr. Yates, who 
has been acting as provincial secretary, 
will take charge of the lands and 
works department. 

Bike Mr. Martin's other colleagues. 
Mr. Beebe has no political past. lie 
has been in the province some thirteen 
.\ears, spending his time in cultivating 
u farm near Agassiz, in which vocation 
he has been very successful. On the 
occasion of elections he has actively 
supported Mr. Semlin, but beyond this 
and the interest he has taken in the 
fanners' institutes, lie has taken no 
part in public affairs. When the news 
was bulletined at the Colonist office yes. 
tenlay it was taken as a joke, there 
being few men in Victoria who could 
answer the oft-repeated question, "Who 
is George Washington Beebe?" 

Mr. Martin has yet two ministers to 
secure to till his cabinet, lor although 
heretofore there have been but five 
members, it will be remembered that 
one of the Lieutenant-Governor's objec- 
tions to the Semlin government was 
that it was one member short of the 
number named in the net. Where Mr 
Martin will secure these two members, 
unless he intends to fill his cabinet with 
men who have never heretofore been 
before the public, seems a mystery. 
While he maintains that Messrs. Brown 
and Gordon are the only men who have 
refused to join him, it is not to be sup- 
posed that others have not been 
" sounded " and found to he unwilling 
to sacrifice. any ambitions they had poli 
tically. 

The past week has seen few change* 
in the situation. The local Conserva- 
tive Association met and adjourned 
without taking action on the party lines 
question, nnd the only events of the 
week — and neither of them help to 
settle the muddle into which affairs 
have got — are the appointment of Mr 
Beebe and the announcement of Mr 
Donald Fraser that he will be a Martin 
candidate in Esquimalt district.
